From the desert to which, 
nearly four years ago, they were 
driven by the Turks to perish, 
come ■ the children of Armenia — 
those that are left of them. In 
groups of twos and threes they 
come, thin and hungry, clad only 
in dirty Ags. With, them some- 
times are their mothers ; more 
often — their fathers having been 
butchered, their methers'carried 
into slayery^o die of abuse — 
are orphans. . 

Fn the dark months of 1915 
these children were forced at the 
point of Turkish bayonets down 
the long corpsQr strewn p^th of 
deportation to the Arabian des- 
ert. Many of their number died 
beneath the blazing sun. Others 
were throwq to their death by 
their mothers, driven insane by 
suffering. 

In equal misery are the chil 
dren of the refugees who fled in 
to the fastness of th<^ Caucasus 
mountains when the deportations 
began. There are now about 
330,000 refygees in this one 
regioi|, so starved, that some, ac- 
cording to official statements, 
have resorted to cannibalism.

The roll .call, which came at the end 
of another sik and a half hours of 
sharp debate, in reaUty swept aWay 
six amendments instead of one, each 
change in .the treaty text having been 
numbered separately by the commit- 
tee in its decision to strike out thfr 
word "Japan" and substitute the 
word "China" throughout the sec- 
tions relating to the province , of 
Shantung. 

By nnanimibus consent, liowever, 
the six changes were debated and 
voted on as one. 

_ Only three of the committee's 45 
amendments now remain to be acted 
on by the Senate,' 36 previously haf^ 
ing been rejected. Of those remain- 
ing one relates to American repre- 
sentation on the Reparations 0>m- 
mission and tw^o to equalization of 
voting power in the League of Na- 
tions Assembly.
